Each county, it is proposed by the 
subcommittee of the senate law and 
order committee, will be empowered 
to conduct a referendum of the 
question of the establishment of the 
new licensing boards. 
The amendments come in form of 
a report to the law and order com­ 
mittee, following a meeting of the 
subcommittee late Tuesday. 
The subcommittee is composed of 
Senators Salus, Philadelphia; Stau- 
denmeier, Schuylkill, and Snydei, 
Lehigh. 
The amendments w'ere suggested 
by Senator Salus who said they had 
the approval of his colleagues of the 
subcommittee. The changes meet 1 
the objects of rural communities to 
the provisions of the Schwartz bill 
as it stands at present, requiring 
local communities to hold referen­ 
dums only in case they oppose any 
of the outdoor sports legalized un­ 
der the measure.
